$500,000 PRIZE 
GONTEST UPHELD 


Judge Decides Clause in 
Charles Vance Millar’s 
Will Is Not Contrary to 
‘Public Policy. | 


ONLY LEGITIMATE 
CHILDREN COUNT 


This Erases Lead of Wom- 
an .With Eleven, Only 
Nine of Whom Are Reg- 
istered—Seven Tied. 


TORONTO, Ont., Nov. 20. — (Ca- 
nadian Press)—Justice W. E. Mid- 
dleton today upheld the validity of 
the baby contest clause of Charles 
Vance Millar’s will, under which 
$500,000 was left to the Toronto 
mother having the most babies in 
the 10 years ending Oct. 31 last. 

The Justice ruled also that thé 
prize was intended for “mothers of 
legitimate children only.” 

In a 30-page judgment, Justice 
Middleton expressed the opinion 
the baby contest clause could not 
be successfully attacked. 

“To sum up the conclusions at 
which I have arrived,” he said, “I 
do not think the will can be at- 
tacked on the first suggested 
grounds of offending against pub- 
lic policy, nor do I.think the will 
can be attacked upon the grounds 
that it tends to encourage immoral- 
ity, for the distribution is confined, 
in my view; to the mothers of legit- 
mate children only.” 

Continuing, the Judge stated: 

“I know of no ground of public 
policy which recognizes the unde- 
sirability of having children at too 
frequent intervals. 

“It may well be that there are 
many distinguished figures who be- 
to, he the.case, but public 
policy, as such, lags far behind the 
opinions of scientists and sociolo- 
gists. 

“Public policy is not what a Judge } 
thinks is best for a community. It 
is something which for many years 
has been recognized as for the pub- 
lic weal , « .. 

The clause had been attacked by 
relatives of the wealthy Canadian. 

Some 17 mothers competed in the 
contest, which wound up in a welter 
of ties, conflicting claims and ac- 
cusations. 

Later Justice Middleton will-hear 
evidence on the claims of the lead- 
ing mothers and direct the execu- 
tors of the will as to distribution 
of the $500,000. 

In asking Justice Middleton to 


tors of the estate sought answers 
to these questions: Is the “mothers’ 
clause” valid? If valid, who. shall 
be declared the winner? And if in- 
valid, who shall inherit? 

Today’s decision leaves.only the 
second question to be answered, 
and there are seven mothers appar- 
ently tied for the honors. The de- 
cision definitely rules out the lead 
of one of these mothers, Mrs. Lily 
Kenny, who has had 11 babies in 
the 10-year period, only nine of 
whom are registered as required 
by the will—the same number as 
six other mothers claim. 

The validity of the mothers’ 
clause was questioned by counsel 
for the executors on the grounds 
that it -did not specify that the 
child should be born in wedlock. 
The executors wondered if this 
might not invalidate the document 
as being contrary to the public 
good. One of the leading mothers 
has had five of her nine children 
since her — — from her hus- 
band. 

Millar’s next of kin may appeal 
‘to the Supreme Court of Ontario, 
‘and the case might be carried be- 
yond to the Dominion High Court 
and finally to the Privy Council in 
London, : 

The Ontario Government was 
represented at the hearing by an 
‘Assistant Attorney-General who op- 
posed awarding the fortune to any 
of the mothers,-on the ground that 
the best interests of Ontario. might 
not thus be served.

PRIEST . DISCUSSES 
PEOPLE AND CHURCH 


Says Workers, Especially, 
Have Lost Faith in Its 
Leaders — To Address 
Mass Meeting. 


A democracy crying for help and 
seeking the sympathy and aid of 
Americans in determined resistance 
to a Fascist insurrection bent on 
destruction of a_people’s Govern- 
ment—that, in few words, is the 
view of Spain’s plight as presented 
by a delegation from the Spanish 
republic, here for a mass meeting 
tonight at the Municipal Audito- 
rium. 


The two delegate» who will speak 
are Isabel de Palencia and the Rev. 
Luis Sarasola, a member of the 
Franciscan order, who has devoted 
his life to education and historical 
research. The third member of 
the delegation, Marcelino Domingo, 
became ill at Los Angeles and could 
not come to St. Louis. The three 
have been touring Canada and the 
United States for sevéral weeks un- 
der a commission from the Madrid 
Government. 

In an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, who rode 
from Kansas City to St. Louis with 
the delegation, Mrs. Palencia, speak- 
ing perfect English and qualified 
by years of experience’ in public 
affairs, sketched the background.of.| 
the political and economic philos- 

ophy of the present Spanish Govern- 
ment (often called the Leftist, or 
Popular Front government) and ap- 
praised as best she could the rela- 
tive military and economic strength 


of the Governnient and of thé rebel, 


or as she ‘prefers to call it; the “in- 
surrectionist,” group led by Gen. 
Francisco Franco. 

The People and the Church, 

Present at the interview was 
Father Sarasola, who reads English 
put does not speak it. Through Mrs. 
Palencia he answered many queés- 
tions. 

In view of the general adherence 
of the church leaders in Spain to the 
Franco movement, Father Sarasola 
was asked whether this denoted a 
corresponding sympathy on the part 
of the masses of the people among 
whom the Catholic religion is almost 
universal. 

He weighed his words well; the 
masses, and particularly the indus- 
trial workers, had lost faith in the 
léaders and high dignitaries of the 
church; had, in effect, left the 
church, retaining only nominal ad- 
herence to it, because they thought 
the church had failed the people in 
the situation that exists; that those 
in the high places of the church 
had not protected the poor and help- 
less and had almost always aligned 
themselves on the side of wealth 
and the oppressors of the poor; yet 
there were great numbers of hum- 
ble parish priests serving their 
flocks unselfishly, devotedly and in 
accord with the highest principle of 
Christianity. 

It mattered not to Father Sara- 
sola how many leaders of the 
Church might be on the side of the 
Franco rebels or how many might 
isupport the Madrid government— 
he was convinced the ‘people yearn 
for liberty and opportunity and 
social progress, as represented by 
the present popular front govern- 
ment, and he was.irrevocably com- 
mitted to the principles of that. gov- 
ernment. 

Woman Has Diplomatic Post. 
Mrs. Palencia is the Madrid Gov- 


ernment’s appointee as Minister to 


Sweden, but she has not yet taken 
up her post. Her husband is Cefer- 
ino Palencia, now . the Spanish 
Charge d’Affaires at Riga, in Lat- 
via. She is an artist, and a writer 
of note in her native. country. 
In 1928 she visited several cities in 
the United. States, including St. 
Louis, lecturing on art. Since the 
coming of the republican govern- 
ment she has on several ocaasionhs 
been a Member of mixed courts for 
the settlement of labor disputes and 
has represented Spain at the League 
of Nations Assembly and at the

Rain Causes Letup in Fight- 
ing for Time but Shelling 
Is\ Later Resumed—Eight 
Plahes Shot Down in En- 
gagements Yesterday.

MADRID, Nov. 20.—A steady 
stream of men, women and chil- 
dren poured. out of Madrid’s dan- 
ger zones in a hard.rain-téday te 
seek shelter from ‘Yascist artillery 


and aerial bombardments. 
rain forced a let-up in the fighting 
and gave the refugees an opportun- 
ity to take up new quarters. 

The non-combatants traveled on 
foot and in donkey carts. Soon thé 
so-called néutral zone, extending 
from the streets of Zurbano to 
Velasquez and from Goya to Diego 
de Leon, in the Northeastern part 
of Madrid, was filled nearly to ca- 
pacity with families whose homes 
have been reduced to ashes. 

The order for evacuation was 
given by the Government. The 
Communist newspaper Mundo Ob- 
rero had appealed previously for 
evacuation of the entire civil pop- 
ulation. Some refugees’ departed 
without waiting for instructions. 


Reports of Fighting. 

The Government surveyed its de- 
'fense lines and declared them in- 
Of- 
ficers said the Madrid army was 
manning barricades onsgthree sides 
of the insurgent troops, who are 
holding positions in northwestern 
University City. The defenders 
were prepared for a surprise at- 
| tack. 

The survey established that the 
insurgents were not occupying all 
parts of University City. Govern- 
ment troops are holding the Puerta 
de Hierro. sector and several uni- 
versity buildings. 

Early in the day, the Govern- 
ment announced its troops had held 
back attempted Fadscist advances 
near Frenchmen’s Bridge in the 
northwestern section, in the Usera 
district south of Casa del Campo 
Park, and from Carabanchel Bajo 
in the southwestern suburbs. 

Artillery exchanges were resumed 
at noon, when the rain stopped. 
Government forces opened up with 
their heavy pieces and the Fascists 
responded., Visibility still was poor. 

Yesterday's Air Attack. 

Defense authorities announced 
Government planes yesterday had 
shot down six insurgent craft, los- 
ing two of their own planes in 
various encounters. 

The largest aerial fight of the 
war, these authorities said, occurred 
when 16 Government planes at- 
tacked 44 enemy craft, which in- 
cluded 18 tri-motor bombers, six 
light bombers and .20 pursuit planes. 
Three tri-motored and three pur- 
t planes’ were shot down by the 
Government fleet, the arnnounce- 
ment said. 

Bombs dropped by the 
cracked windows jin the telephone 
building. Nearby, the postoffice 
and the Central Bank offices were 
severely damaged. Many persons 
were killed. 

Other bombs plunged downward 
through four and five-story houses. 

Fire broke out in the County 
Council's offices. ‘The ruins of 
three houses in Reyes street burned. 
Refugees in a house in Andres Mel- 
lado street were buried in a cellar. 

Virtually every district of Madrid 
felt the concussions with the ex- 
ception of the eastern residential 
sections.

about investigating the cases after 
the physicians had _ signed _ the 
death certificate. But mostly it 
was due to Kizer’s remarkable glib- 
hess in persuading physicians that 
his relatives had died of natural 
causes and to his determined re- 
sistance to suggestions by insur- 
ance companies that his second 
wife’s body be exhumed for chem- 
ical analysis. 

Kizer’s was a strangely complex 
personality. Sixty-four years old, 
a former chief deputy sheriff and 
county farm agent, he had virtual- 
ly no real friends but made a point 
of being friendly to everybody 


steel-blue eyes were cold and his 
acquiline face sour in repose, but 
he persisted in an attitude of smil- 
ing cheerfulness when he met peo- 
‘ple. He would lean against the 
running board of his car, parked 
in the town square, and exclaim 


passed, “Good morning, boys and 
girls; good morning, everypne,” as 
if he were a professional greeter. 
Yet he hated dogs on his place 
and would get into frequent quar- 
rels with people over poisoning 
their dogs, sometimes valuable 
pointers and _ setters. He used 
strychnine, buying it often in 
town, so druggists saw nothing to 
comment on in his frequent visits 
for the poison. One resident here 
said he “must have killed 500 dogs 
in 10 years.” 

He was a shrewd business man 
in dealing in red pigs and cattle, 
and later in goats, but his 1300 
acres of land on the outskirts of 
the town and elsewhere, stock and 
10-room home were so encumbered 
as to be virtually worthless. Al- 
though he benefited more than 
$60,000 from the deaths of his rela- 
tives, this was offset by stock mar- 
ket losses said to be about $80,000 
in the 1929 and 1930 crash. 


Coroner McNabb explained that 
at the time of the death of Kizer’s 
first wife and Finus Riggs, there 
was no Coroner here, the Coroner- 
elect having failed to qualify. So 
when the first wife died of “infec- 
tion,” there was no investigation 
although there was much talk, au- 
thorities apparently having consid- 
ered it an accident. Finus Riggs 
had been drinking and Kizer took 
him home. He told a physician that 
Riggs had complained of heart 
pains, so the physician put “heart 
disease” as the cause on the death 
certificate. Kizer arranged a speedy 
funeral and insisted on holding it 
next. morning in a downpour of 
rain. 


Refused to Call Doctor. 

Townspeople who went to the Ki- 
zer home on business at the time 
his second wife, who was half his 
age, died, said she was taken sud- 
denly ill after a trip, but that Kizer 
insisted that no physician was nec- 
essary. When she died, he called in 
two physicians and persuaded them 
to state the cause of death as 
uremic poisoning. Some time later, 
McNabb said, farmers in the coun- 
try reported twice seeing her have 
convulsions, one effect of strych- 
nine poisoning, on the way home 
with Kizer. The insurance com- 
panies asked for a disinterment 
and an autopsy on the body, but 
Kizer bitterly opposed it, saying, 
“you'll do that only over my dead 


body.” So one company finally paid | 
‘his innocence, blaming the boy’s

“T hated to have the body disin- 
terred without a request from a 
relative,” Coroner McNabb ex- 
plained.

Kizer tried for some time to take 
out life insurance on his stepson, 
whom he adopted after the death 
of the boy’s mother. A local agent 
refused his request for a $15,000 
double-indemnity policy on the boy. 
Two days before‘the boy died, 
Kizer, who had appeared to be fond 
of him, took him to a chiropractor. 
The chiropractor said the boy was 
suffering from poisoning of some 
sort and advised calling a physi- 
cian. 

Kizer returned with the boy, and 
was again told he was seriously ill, 
to put him to bed and call a phy- 
sician. Kizer took him home, but 
did not call a physician, and an 
hour later the boy died. 


Moved for Safekeeping. 


When Kizer was arrested, 
charged with the poison murder of 
his stepson, angry little groups of 
citizens gathered about the town 
square and there was talk of mob 
action, so he was taken to the jail 
at Paragould, south of here, for 
safekeeping. 

Meanwhile, the bodies of his sec- 
ond wife and her mother were dis- 
interred for chemical examination 
of the viscera. The examination 
will not be completed for a day or 
two, but Coroner McNabb said, the 
examining physician said he had 
found traces ef some poison, not 
yet identified, 4m the mother’s body. 

At the firg€-setting of the pre- 
liminary hearing here two weeks 
ago, Kizer entered the little red- 
brick courthouse with a_ smile, 
seized the hands of spectators and 
pumped them, exclaiming, “Cheer 
up, there’s nothing to be ashamed 
of.” Then he. offered to shake 
hands with two male relatives of 
his stepson. .Rebuffed, he accused 
them of carrying pistols with the 
intention of killing him, and shout- 
ed, “I’ve got enough friends here 
to hang you.” : 

When -Kizer heard of the exhuma- 
tion of the other two bodies, he said, 
Sheriff John Thompson relatea, 
that if the examinations were made, 
he would never go to trial. Yester- 
day, on the way to Pocahontas trom 
Paragould, Kizer asked to stop off 
a? Walnut Ridge for a soft drink. 
He then entered a rest room. When 
the officers arrived in front of the 
courthouse with their prisoner, he 
was unable to get out of the car 
and was seized by convulsions. He 
begged the officers to hold his 
knees, which were doubling up. A 
crowd of about 1000 persons, more 
than half the population of this 
town, who had been waiting for the 
hearing to begin, milled about try- 
ing to see what was happening. 


Dies in Doctor’s Office. 


Tears streaming down his face, 
Kizer screamed, “Almighty God, be 
good to me.” 

He was carried to a physician’s 
office, where he died a few minutes 
later. An autopsy revealed poison 
in the stomach, but a further exam- 
ination will be made at the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas to determine if it

A yellow piece of paper, which 
had apparently contained a poison 
tablet that Kizer had concealed on 
himself, was found in the rest room.

Charles Miller, 64, Admits Stealing 
Animal 4nd Trying to Sell It 
to Market. 
Charles Miller, 64 years old, who 


has served five penitentiary terms 
and five workhouse sentences in 


the last 30 years for horse stealing, 
was arrested again yesterday when 
Carl Will, proprietor of a horse- 
meat market at 7829 Vermont ave- 
nue, became suspicious of Miller’s 
efforts to sell him a horse and 
called police. — 

Miller, police said, teld them he 
had stolen: the horse, with harness 
and wagon, from Third and Pine 
streets the day before. The theft 
had been reported by Isaac Pev- 
nick, 5822 Lotus avenue. Miller 
said he drove to Osage street and 
Marine avenue, put the harness in 
the wagon and led the horse to 
Will’s place where he offered the 
animal for $10. 

Referring to horse theft records, 
police found that Samuel Rosen- 
blum, 5071A Vernon avenue, had re- 
ported last June that a man rented 
his horse and wagon and failed to 
return. Rosenblum identified Mil- 
ler as the thief, but Miller denied 
he was the man. 

At Police Headquarters, Chief of 
Police John J. McCarthy recognized 
Miller and described him as “the 
champion horse thief of Missouri.” 
Miller has served, in order, terms of 
seven, five, three, four and two 
years for horse stealing, in addi- 
tion te the workhouse sentences. 
He was last released from the pen- 
itentiary in June, 1932.

Subpenas directing a number of 
professional bondsmen to appear 
before the grand jury at 3 p. m.

In questioning the first panel of 
12 veniremen in the Goffstein trial 
Monday, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Robert Y. Woodward received no 
response when he asked whether 
any of the 12 men was acquainted 
with Lacy or Goffstein or knew of 
any other fact that might prejudice 
him either way. Lacy accepted the 
panel, which included Biedermann, 
without question. 

In refusing to agree with the oth- 
er jurors that the defendant was 
guilty, Biedermann saved Goff- 
stein Tuesday night from a prison 
sentence of two to five years. Goff- 
stein’s second trial has been set for 
Dec. .14. 

Biedermann was declared ineligi- 
ble for jury service by Circuit Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood Wednesday, af- 
ter the Judge, who presided at the 
trial, learned from the jury fore- 
man that Biedermann had sat 
mute during more than four hours 
of deliberations by the jury, stead- 
fast in his refusal to agree with 
the others. 

Lacy, Goffstein and Biedermann 
have been familiar figures during 
recent years in the corridors of the 
Municipal Courts, Building.

Eastern Strikers Sue to Break Con- 


tract With Shipowners. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Suit for 
annulment of an existing working 
contract between the International 
Seamen’s Union and steamship opr 
erators was filed by the seamen’s 
strike strategy committee in the 
State Supreme Court yesterday. 
The suit charged the contract was 
obtained through “fraud, collusion 
and corruption.” — 

The committee asserted the I. S. 
U. officers had no authority to sign 
such a document, that it was en- 
tered into secretly, and that it was 
never ratified by seamen members 
of the union. 

The complaint stated that living 
and working conditions for the sea- 
men under the agreement were de- 
plorable, that they were not paid 
for overtime, and that stewards 
frequently had to work 15 to 20 
hours a day for seven days without 
extra pay. 

Joseph Curran, strike leader, said 
the resolution passed yesterday at 
the American Federation of Labor 
convention in Tampa, Fla., denounc- 
ing the East Coast strike as the 
handiwork of Communists and 
other extremists, was a “grave er- 
ror.” The resolution was proposed 
by officers of the I. S. U., with 
whom Curran’s committee is at 
odds. 

Curran said: he telegraphed an 
appeal'to William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, saying “20,000 members of the 
International Seamen's Union re- 
quest an opportunity to present 
facts in maritime strike on Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts.” 

Curran also said he would take 
to the National Labor Relations 
Board a petition with signatures of 
15,000 men asking for a new elec- 
tion of I. S. U. officers.

Excluded, Under Law Against

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Two 
news weeklies for schools Were ex- 
cluded from District of Colymbia 
classrooms today under a Federal 
law forbidding the teaching of 
Communism here. 

Articles on Communism, carried 
as part of a series on various forms 
of government in the Weekly News 


~ Review and the American Observ- 


er led officials to request princi- 
ples to keep the papers from their 
classrooms. 

Because of the law, teachers have 
avoided the subject of Communism 
for fear of losing their pay. 

Officers of the Civic Education 
Service, which publishes the two 
papers, said the articles outlined 
accomplishments and shortcomings 
of Communist Russia. 

Previous articles on democracy 
and Fascism had aroused no objec- 
tions, they said, and the policy of 
presenting all sides of the problem 
had won commendation from edu- 
cators. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, authorized with- 
holding of the copies after receiv- 
ing a report on the Weekly News 
Review from Principal Charles 
Hart of Eastern High School. 

“Principal Hart indicates,” Bal- 
lou said, “that he thinks it possible 
that certain assertions in this arti- 
cle are subject to misunderstand- 
ing and might be variously inter- 
preted.” 

Editor of the publications is 
Walter E. Myer, former history pro-

Judge Allen declared in the eight- 
page opinion that the United States 
Supreme Court did not criticise the 
minimum wage law, but criticised 
the methods of setting up minimum 
wage scales. “ 

The District of Columbia and 
New York State minimum wage 
statutes, she said, were vague on 
the basis of wage scales, while the 
“Ohio law seems to be clean on the 
method of establishing wages.” 

“In the Ohio State statute.noth- 
ing is implied that anything is to 
added to the reasonable value of 
wages,” the decision said. 

Law’s Provisions. 

The minimum wage law, enacted 
in 1933, says: 

‘It is hereby declared to be 
against public policy for any em- 
ployer to employ any woman or 
minor in an occupation of. this 
State at an oppressive and unrea- 
sonable wage as defined in section 
1 of this act, and any contract, 
agreement or understanding for or 
in relation to such employment 
shall be. null.and void.” 

The law defines “an oppressive 
and unreasonable wage” as “a wage 
which is both less than the fair and 
reasonable value of the services 
rendered and less than sufficient to 
meet the minimum cost of living 
necessary for health.” 

The State Director of Industrial] 
Relations is given authority to re- 
quire compliance with “a fair wage” 
for women and minors, which the 
statute defines as “a wage fairly 
and reasonably commensurate with 
the value of the service or class of 
service rendered.” 

Minimum wages are recommend- 
ed to the director by a wage board 
of nine persons, representing em- 
ployers, employes and the public. 
The board is appointed by the: Di- 
rector. 

For failure to comply, the law 
provides a fine of not less than 
$50 or more than $200 or imprison- 
ment for 10. to 90.days, or both.

Death of Reid Russell Listed as

IN OHIO 6. 0, P. DIES AT 68 


Ally of Late Senator Mark Hanna 
' Also Was Known as Bridge 
Authority. 


‘By the Associated Press. 


' GLEVELAND, 0. Nov. 20..— 
Maurice Maschke, Ohio, Republican 
Jeader and nationally known bridge 
expert died of pneumonia last night. 
‘He was 68 years old. 

The former retail grocer, in his 
40 years of turbulent politicai life, 
‘challenged such men as the late 
Senator Mark Hanna, and for more 
than 20 years was the Republican 
leader of Cleveland. 


He disregarded criticism and 


threw his support to Herbert 
Hoover in the 1928 campaign for 
the Republican presidential noml- 
nation. 

As an obscure leader of a Jew- 
ish ward in 1897 Maschke was 
allied with Robert E. McKisson, then 
Mayor of Cleveland, when Mt 
and Hanna clashed over the Ohio 
‘senatorship which President. Mc- 
Kinley desired for Hanna. _ 


McKisson lost/by a slight mar- 
gin and went into’ political obliv- 
ion. Maschke became an ally of 
Hanna. 


He thoroughly disliked the term 
“political boss”—preferring “pazty 
leader,” and mixed his activities 
with such hobbies as breeding 
blooded horses and playing golf.

MILK ORDINANCE 
“/OUPPORTERS AND 
OPPONENTS HEARD 


Much Bickering, Jeers and 
Cheers at Five-Hour Ses- 
sion Before Aldermanic 


Committee. 


After five hours of bickering and 


or jeers, opponents and proponents 
of the standard milk control ordi- 
nance of the United States Public 
Health Service ended the presenta- 
tion of their claims before the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen at City Hall yesterday 
afternoon. 


The Citizens’ Committee for the 
Standard Ordinance, including rep- 
resentatives of more than 100 or- 
ganizations, representing consu- 
mers, was pitted against the allied 
producers and distributors. 
Contentions of Groups. 

In summary the contentions of 
the three groups were: 

Consumers: Inferior milk is be- 
ing sold because the present or- 
dinance does not properly regu- 
late distributors, provide funds 
for adequate plant inspection or 
offer effective means of enforce- 
ment. — 

Producers: Present ordinance 
has been effective in improving 
quality of milk and expense of 
meeting requirements as to 
equipment under. the standard or- 
dinance would force off the mar- 
ket small dairy farmers, estimat- 
ed at about 40 per cént of’ pres- 
ent producers. The standard or- 
dinance provides no appeal from 
ruling of the Health Commis- 
sioner lowering the grade of 
producers’ ‘product. 

Distributors: Standard ordi- 
nance, with its provisions for low- 
ering the grade of a distributor's 
product to permit its sale only 
under label directing its use only 
for cooking as a penalty is an 
unfair imposition. Present' farm 
inspection plan, financed by vol. 
untary contributions by industry, 
but not including plant inspec- 
tion, is satisfactory but proposed 
tax of 1-11 of a cent a quart to 
provide funds for additional plant 
inspection would raise retail price 
of milk. 

Speakers Dramatize Positions. 

Most of the score of speakers yes- 
terday sought to dramatize their po- 
sitions, Consumers picturing the ef- 
fect on children of bacteria-laden 
milk; producers sketching vistas of 
the countryside, deserted by half its 

debt-burdened dairy farmers, and 
distributors, with acid words, etch- 
ing the bankruptcy of large milk 
plants as the result of dictatorship 
by: an unfriendly City Hall. 

Supporting their position, the 
consumers offered testimony of Dr. 
Lee D. Cady, president of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, and one of 
the. most active advocates of the 
standard ordinance. He calle at- 
tention to the indorsement' of ‘ the 
measure by the Medical Society and 
referred to previous testimony of 
other physicians that the standard 
ordinance was the answer to the St. 
Louis milk situation,’ now such that 
pediatricians advised mothers to 
use canned milk or boil:bottle milk 
for their children. 

Health Ceinmissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeci, replying to producers, said 
the many who were producing milk 
satisfactory under the standard or- 
dinance should not have to compete 
with those who were selling infe- 
rior milk. Re-established confidence 
in the St. Louis milk supply, he 
said, would increase consumption to 
the profit of both producers and 
consumers. St. Louis now has the 
lowest per capita milk consumption 
of any of the 15 largest cities. 

Dr. Bredeck asserted that many 
of the fears of producers were 
groundless and due to a lack of 
understanding of the provisions of 
the standard ordinance. Many 
farmers now were delivering milk 
to St. Louis plants which would 
meet requirements, he said. The 
requirement that raw milk to be 
prepared and sold as Grade A, pas- 
teurized, have an average bacteria 
content of less than 200,000 per 
cubic centimeter, as an average o?: 
four analyses taken throughout a 
year, as compared to 1,500,000 now 
permitted, could be met, he said, 
without mechanical refrigeration. 

Increase in Cost. 

Edwin W. Tiedeman, president 
of the Sanitary Milk Producers, a 
farmers’ co-operative which sup- 
plies about 75 per cent of the St. 
Louis raw milk supply, introduced 
numerous members of the organ- 
ization who cited production fig- 
ures tending to show that the cost 
under the proposed standard ordi- 
nance would be increased about 50 
cents a hundredweight or slightly 
More than 1 cent a quart. 
Referring to the demonstration 
of women at the committee hear- 
ing last week, Tiedeman remarked 
that “we farmers can’t vote in St. 
Louis “and so we can’t impress 
members of the Board of Alder- 
men up for re-election next spring 
by telling you to ‘vote right.’” 
Mrs. Nat 8. Brown, Democratic 
National Committeewoman for 
Missouri, who was chairman of the 
women’s division of Mayor Dick- 
mann’s campaign, appeared as an 
opponent of the standard ordinance, 
announcing that a large St. Louis

dred quarts of milk a day during 
the summer for underprivileged 
children at a playground operated 
in connection with Welcome Inn, 
of which she is the head. She

quibbling, often marked by cheers |. 


of the Child Conservation *Confer- 
ence, which provides employment 
for women selling milk in public 
and office buildings, waved a pho- 
tograph of her seven grandchildren 
o her assertions as to the 
wholesomeness of St. Louis milk. . 

Dr.:Charles E. North of New 
York, active in improving the New 
York City milk supply in 1914, and 
in recent — —— —— 
tary expert and public con- 
sultant,” spoke in behalf of the 
Fresh Milk Institute, organization 
of St. Louis distributers. He made 
general criticisms of the standard 
ordinance and advocated inspec- 
tion of milk only at the plant be- 
fore delivery to the consumer, with 
no farm inspection. He objected to 
use of the designation “Grade A” 
in the St. Louis ordinance because 
its requirements did not conform 
to those of “Grade A” in New York. 
He said he was employed by the 
Fresh Milk Institute. 

‘Karl P. Spencer, attorney for the 
Fresh Milk Institute, at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing, offered amend- 
ments to the proposed bill, remov- 
ing distributers’ objections. Sev- 
eral dealt with the complicated re- 
quirements for the various grades 
of milk, both before delivery to the 
plant and before its — to the 
consumer. 


Raw milk with an average bac- 
teria count of 1,500,000 per cubic 
centimeter now may be used for 
pasteurized commercial milk, sold 
at 13 cents a quart, with a bacteria 
count of not more than 100,000. The 
standard ordinance would require 
such raw milk to have not more 
than 200,000 bacteria and when 
pasteurized and sold as “Grade A”, 
not more than 30,000. Spencer’s 
amendment would permit 500,000 
bacteria: per cubic centimeter in 
raw milk and 50,000 in the pasteur- 
ized product. 
Would Change Grading. 

The proposed amendments also 
would permit the Board of Public 
Service to lower the grade of a dis- 
tributer’s product only to “a lower 
grade” in case of violation of pro- 
visions of the ordinance. Thus, a 
distributer selling a milk of low 
bacteria count, and charging a pre- 
mium, could be compelled to label 
his premium milk bottles with the 
grade which 95 per cent of his cus- 
tomers buy. Distributers could be 
degraded only for selling milk from 
uninspected sources; adulterating 
milk or failure to pasteurize milk 
sold as such. 

Spencer’s amendments also would 
eliminate the section regulating 
miik haulers and requiring them to 
use equipment approved by the 
Health Commissioner. To meet the 
objections of producers, he proposed 
that they be given the right of ap- 
peal to the Board of Public Service 
when they had been cut off the 
market by the Health Commis- 
sioner. 


The proposed tax of 4 cents on 
100 pounds of milk, estimated to 
yield $160,000 a year, was declared 
by Spencer to be more than re- 
quired, He repeated the offer pre- 
viously made by some distributors 
to continue providing, with the 
joint contributions of producers, 
about $60,000 a year for farm in- 
spection. Plant inspection now is 
paid for by about $32,000 from the 
general revenue of the, city. Dr. 
Bredeck and other advocates of the 
uniform tax on the industry con- 
tend present funds are insufficient 
and that it is improper that in- 
spectors be paid with funds provid- 
ed voluntarily by -members of the 
industry they inspect.

MOSCOW, Nov. 20.—The Soviet 
Government tonight informed To- 
kio that it considered an agreement 
between Japan and Germany would 
be certain to harm —— — 
relations.

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Dangling Man Worried 
“What Will Boss Think” 


Steeplejack, Who Hung by Foot 90 Minutes, 
105 Feet in Air, Ready to 
Go Back to Work. 


During the 90 minutes that Bert. 
Bareiter,wiry steeplejack, hung head 
downward. in a chilling breeze 
alongside a Granite City smokesack 
yesterday afternoon, with his left 
foot tangled in a trailing rope, his 
left arm cramped around a guv 
wire arid the ground 105 feet below 
him, he worried most “about what 
the boss would think.” 

“Sure, I wanted to get down,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch ‘reporter 
today from his bed in St. Marys 
Hospital in East St. Louis, where, 
after a good night’s rest, he was 
ready to go back to work. “But 
most of the time I kept thinking 
what the boss would think of me 
getting in such a predicament. I 
wondered what effect it would have 
on me getting other jobs. I've al- 
ways tried to be careful, but I kept 
wondering whether I had spoiled it 
all, and whether people would think 
I was careless.” 

Bareiter, who is 37 years old and 
lives with his wife and four small 
daughters at 2616A Missouri ave- 
nue, St. Louis, has been a wnion 
boilermaker for 15 years, plying his 
trade on smokestacks, steeples and 
other perilous perches. His assign- 
ment yesterday was to start paint- 
ing the 165-foot stack of the Wag- 
ner Brewing Co., in Granite City. 

Hoist and Guy Rope Tangled. 

He started up the stack at 9 
o'clock, hooking his block and 
tackle, with a long stick, over the 
metal loops on the smokestack’s 
side, and pulling himself up, 20 feet 
at a time, until he had reached the 
top, where he rigged his boatswain's 
chair, took his seat in it, and began 
to paint. 

“It was about 10 o’clock that the 
hoist rope, extending down to the 
roof of the boiler room, got tangled 
in a guy wire, about 105 feet above 
the ground,” he said. “My helper 
on the roof and -I began to work 
to shake it loose, but the longer we 
worked the worse it tangled. 

“About noon I decided to go down 
the line and clear the tangle, be- 
cause we couldn't move the ‘chair 
until it was free. I let myself down 
to within about 12 feet of the guy 
wire when my legs and arms began 
to get cramps.’ I guess I'd worked 
too hard at shaking the rope free. 
I hung there trying to work out 
the cramps, I had.a couple of loops 
of the rope of the line around my 
left leg. 

Falls 12 Feet, Grabs at Rope. 

“Finally, it got to the point where 
my hands just wouldn't work. I let 
go the rope; and I fell about 12 

feet, hit the guy wire, made a grab 
for.it and stopped. I found I was 
hanging head down, with the rope

ing in the wind like a pendulum. 
Each time I swung I ‘went close 
to the guy wire and finally I man- 
aged to grab it. I put my left arm 
over it and there I was, hanging 
with my head a little lower than 
my feet. The rope was secure 
around my left foot. I lashed my- 
self to the guy wire with my belt, 
and took a couple of turns of the 
rope around my waist. 

“That was about 12:15. The Gran- 
ite City fire department was called 
but their ladders wouldn’t reach. I 
tried to be as patient’ as I could, 
but my legs ard arms were 
cramped into knots and the rope on 
my ankle was pulling so hard I 
thought sure it had broken my leg. 


Knew They’d Kescue Him. 


“The East St. Louis fire depart- 
ment ladder came within 20 feet 
or so of reaching me and I called 
to the firemen to lash another lad- 
der on, but they wouldn't do it 
(fearing, it was said in East St. 
Louis, that the added weight would 
break the ladder). Finally I looked 
down and saw John Rogers and 
Charles Hahne, who work for the 
Blair Boiler & Welding Co. of East 
St. Louis, just like I do. I knew 
those fellows would get me down, 
in a hurry.” 


Rogers and Hahne had . been 
called off a smokestack job in Ven- 
ice and at the Wagner plant were 
directed in their work by Walter 
Tirrell, their employer. Ascending 
the ladder they passed up a block 
and tackle on a long stick and 
hooked it in a smokestacx loop 
near Bareiter. 


“I was raised up alongside Ba- 
reiter on the block and _ tackle,” 
Rogers said. “The first thing I said 
to Bareiter was, ‘How’re you com- 
ing?’ He looked at me and said, 
‘Hurry up and get me out of this.’ 
He looked like he was sore enough 
to hit me in the nose. I lashed him 
with a line and cut his foot away. 
Then I got him on the block and 
tackle with- me and we were low- 
ered to the boiler-room roof. 

“A tight fix? Sure it was—the 
tightest I ever saw a man get into 
in this business.”

ON TEXTILE DUSTRY 


Cotton Manufacturers Began to 
Show ‘Some Profit’ in Sec- 
ond Half of 1935. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, -Nov. 30. — The 
Federal Trade Commission reported 
today that cotton textile manufac- 
turers were “on the whole more 
prosperous” during the setond half 
of 1935 than during the first six 
months. 

The report, analyzing labor costs, 
profits and investments of 613 cot- 
ton textile companies for the July- 
December period, said spinning, 
combined spinning and weaving, 
and stock dyeing and finishing 
companies averaged “some profit” 
on investment the second half of 
the year after suffering losses the 
first half. 

Two of the groups surveyed— 
weaving and thread manufacturing 
firms—showed smaller returns the 
second half of the year than during 
the: first. 

Three other groups—commission 
dyeing and finishing companies, 
those finishing and spooling thread, 
and cordage and twine manufac- 
turers—sustained losses the second 
half of the year after showing 
some profit the first six months. 

Reports submitted to the come 
mission indicated the companies 
included in the survey operated 
more than 60 per cent of the spin- 
dles in the United States and about 
78 per cent of the looms in place, 

Cotton Spinning Companies. 

Cotton spinning companies with 
a combined investment of $63,300,- 
000, showed a net aggregate income 
of $730,430 before payment of in- 
terest and income taxes. This rep< 
resented an average return of 1.15 
per. cent, compared with losses of 
1.34 ‘per cent reported by 113 com- 
panies for the first half of 1935. 

For the 109 companies reporting 
the second half of the year, the 
proportion of total mill cost repre- 
sented by raw material was 48.14 
per cent; processing tax, 10.39 per 
cent, and labor cost, 24.86 per cent, 
Net profit on total sales amounted 
to 1.68 per cent, compared to a loss 
of 2.78 per cent during the first half 
of the year. 

Weaving companies represented 
an investment of $21,500,000 re- 
ported total earnings of .32 per cent 
for the second half of the year, 
compared to .81 per cent in the first 
half. 

Combined spinning and weaving 
companies with an aggregate in- 
vestment of $710,000,000, showed a 
63 per cent return for the last six 
months of 1935, compared to a loss 
of 1.63 per cent for the first half, 

Raw Material Costs. 

Raw material absorbed 45.49 per 
cent of the total mill costs of the 
295 companies reporting and labor 
27.37 per cent. The combined net 
profit of the firms was more than 
$3,330,000 or 388 per cent. Total net 
sales were $377,000,000 for the sec 
ond half of the year. 

Seventeen finishing and spooling 
companies showed a loss of .72 per 
cent, compared to a return of .67 
per cent reported for the first six 
months by 16 firms. 

Fifteen companies manufacturing 
cordage and twine reported a 1 
per cent loss, compared to a .74 per 
cent profit in the first half of the 
year. 

The proportion of total mill cost 
represented by raw material 
amounted to 47.32 per cent for 
thread manufacturers, 75.89 per 
cent for finishing and spooling 
thread and 58.14 for manufacturers

He spoke at the dedication of the 
Plum Bayou project, a 5800-acre 
tract near here in Jefferson Coun- 
ty and the first land to be bought 
and paid for by the RA in the 
United States.

The speakers were George Gibson 


and William Kean, fraternal dele- 
gates from the British trades union 
congress to the A. F. of L. con- 
vention. Gibson in particular made 
it clear that British laborites are 
prepared to go’ to war to preserve 
British democracy from dictatorial 
aggression. 

“The British trades Union move- 
ment,” Gibson said, “is, by tradi- 
tion and instinct pacifist. It would 
support no British Government in 
a war of aggression nor would it 
deny to any nation equal economic 
right and equal access to essential 
raw material but there is one thing 
that British trade Unionism is pre- 
pared to fight for—freedom and for 
liberty and freedom we shall fight 
if necessary, whether it is menaced 
by our own or by foreign Gprers- 
ments.” 


Green Replies to Lewis. 


The Britishers’ warning of the 
need for labor soiidarity in the face 
of Fascist aggression was delivered 
to a convention faced with the nec- 
cessity of reaching some decision 
on the serious split that has de- 
veloped in American labor ranks. 
In a telegram to John L. Lewis, 
who has enrolled 10 major unions 
in his Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, William Green, Federa- 
tion president, last night again 
urged a conference at the same 
time he denounced Lewis for form- 
ing a “dual union. * 

The telegram was in response to 
Lewis’ threat to expel Green from 
membership in the United * Mine 
Workers of America which Lewis 
heads. Green said he refused to ac- 
cept Lewis’ word “as the free ex- 
pression of the individual mem- 
bers” of the Mine Workers’ execwu- 
tive board. 

Leaders of’ the Federation 
now completing. & , which 
convention is’ expé@ted to a 
next week, whereby the action of 
the Federation’s executive council 
in suspending the Lewis unions 
would be ratified and the council 
would be given power during the 
coming year to revoke the charter 
of these unions. 

Despite the probability of approv- 
al of such a plan by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the union votes rep- 
resented here, George L. Berry, 
head of the Printing Pressmen’s 
union, said today that petitions 
were being circulated among dele- 
gates from central labor.bodies and 
state federations demanding that 
Lewis be given an opportunity : to, 
state his case. Berry said he did 
not know how many signatures had 
been affixed to these petitions. 

Delegates from the central labor 
bodies and the state bodies have 
only one vote each as contrasted 
with delegates from the large in- 
ternational unions who have up to 
3000 votes. Berry said it was hign- 
ly improbable that Lewis would 
eome to Tampa but he pointed to 
the petitions nevertheless as a last 
hope of peace. He indicated that 
he would not stay.for further de- 
liberations of the convention if it 
appeared certain that no compro- 
mise of the quarrel over craft ver- 
sus industrial unionism would be 
attempted. 

Gibson on Dictatorship.. 

“To us in Europe,” Gibson said 
in warning the convention of the

ADMIT SABOTAGE

Mines in Which 14 Men 
Were Killed.

NOVOSIBIRSK, Siberia, Nov. 20. 
—Seven Russians and one German 
pleaded guilty yesterday, the Gov- 
ernment announced, of anti-Com- 


munist sabotage. The penalty un- 
der Soviet law is death. 

A ninth defendant pleaded 
guilty in part. The Government 
charged the men with attempts to 
wreck the great Kameroa_ coal 
mines which sents the lives of 14 
miners,

in the trial of the men: The hear- 
ing is expected to last three or four 
days. 

E. Stickling, the German, was 
charged by public prosecutors with 
acting under the direct orders of 
a foreign intelligence service. All 
ofthe defendants, the prosecution 
asserted, were motivated by desires 
to restore capitalism in Rusisa. 

Gas Turned Into Mines. 

According to the indictment, one 
of the defendants, I. Noskov, told 
the prosecutor: 

“Our work was directed at dis- 
abling mines. We used a number 
of different methods, principally al- 
lowing mine chambers to be over- 
filled with gas and turned, thus, 
into explosive cellars ready to be 
blown up.” 7 

The indictment said another 
named Drobnis, confirmed 
Noskov’s testimony and explained 
the idea was “to destroy the eco- 
nomic success of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.” Noskov, the prosecution 
contended, admitted the plotters 
hoped to foment discontent among 
the workers and to,destroy enough 
mine machinery an nd equipment to 
put vital pits out of commission. 

Drobnis, named by the Govern- 
ment as a revolutionary leader in 
Western Siberia, will be tried later. 
The indictment charged the others 
“acted in accordance with direct

These developments followed the 
suicide Tuesday night of Roger 
Salengro, Minister of the Interior, 
who ended his life because Right- 
ists had revived accusations that 
he was an army deserter during 
the war.

Officials are particularly anx- 
ious about preserving order Sunday, 
when a Leftist street demonstra- 
tion will be held to coincide with 
the funeral at Lille. Authorities 
expect a vast throng to gather in 
the Place de la Republique and 
the Place de la Nation. 

Premier Blum, Defense Minister 
Edouard Daladier and Maurice 
Thorez, secretary-general of the 
French Communist party, will 
speak at a mass meeting tomorrow 
night. 

The entire Cabinet, 200 Deputies 
and 100 Senators will attend Salen- 
gro’s funeral, as well as thousands 
of Paris Leftists, for whom there 
will be special trains at reduced 
fares. 

The Premier’s newspaper, * Le 
Populaire, indicated the Govern- 
ment would reject Communist de- 
mands for the imprisonment of 
prominent Rightists who: conducted 
press campaigns against Salengro.

States Ambassador to Moscow was 
announced today by the White 
House. He will succeed William C. 
recently -transferred to 
France. 

The name of Davies, who took 


jan active part in the recent presi- 


dential election campaign as 4 
member of the advisory committee 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, was submitted to. the Rus- 
sian Government for approval be- 
fore President Roosevelt left on his 
trip to South America. 


On the assumption that approval 
would be forthcoming, the Pres- 
ident issued the new Ambassador's 
cOmmission before he left the White 
House. Moscow’s formal agreement, 
always necessary before such ap- 
pointments are final, was received 
this morning. 


Davies, a native of Wisconsin, 
where he was born in Watertown 
in 1876, served as chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission from 
1913 to 1918 under President Wilson 
and was an ex-officio member of 
the War Industries Board. After 
acting as economic adviser to Pres- 
ident Wilson at the Versailles 
Peace Conference, he was: offered 
successively the Ambassadorship to 
Russia, the Ambassadorship to 
Italy and the Governorship of the 
Philippines. He declined all of 
these posts, however; to run for 
the United States Senate in Wis- 
consin in 1918. Hs was defeated 
by a small majority. 

Davies recently married the for- 
mer Mrs. Marjorie Post Hutton of 
New York. He has been engaged 
in law practice in Washington for 
several years, and has represented 
various governments in  interna- 
tional arbitration proceedings. 

Also nationally known as a cor 
poration lawyer, he is recognized 
as an authority on anti-trust laws 
and is the author of several publi- 
cations on that subject.

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Thinks It Is Time to Cool Off. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N ardent admirer of President Roose- 
A velt, I was painfully disappointed when 
the Post-Dispatch threw its support to 
Gov. Landon. However, I find myself un- 
able to concur in a feeling of vindictive- 
ness or to support the proposal from 
some of my fellow unionists actually to 
boycott the newspaper. 

The Post-Dispatch had a perfect right 
to take its choice of candidates, unless 
we cease to recognize freedom of the 
press. The paper was temperate in its 
discussion of campaign issues; it did not 
join the silly cry of Communism against 
Roosevelt, nor did the Post-Dispatch even 
remotely uphold the Old Deal. 

We should be neither hard losers nor 
arrogant victors. The Post-Dispatch is a 
large institution, employing hundreds of 
workers, and as many employes as are 
eligible are union members. Aside from 
the American principles involved, I de- 
cline to join in any boycott upon the jobs 
of fellow union men and upon a fair em⸗ 


THE BOSS MAKES A REQUEST. 
Four years ago, after he had elevated Guy B. Park 
from the obscurity of a Platte County Circuit judge- 
ship to the Governor’s chair, Boss Pendergast made 
two requests. One was for the appointment of his 
very old and valued friend, R. Bmmet O'Malley, to 
the post of State Superintendent of Insurance; the 
other was for the appointment of another man to the 
Public Service Commission. The second appointment 
failed to come off; it is said the candidate talked 
himself out of the job and that the Governor was re- 
lieved of thé boss’ request. But Mr. O'Malley got his 
job, and his manner of conducting it made him one 
of the chief issues of the late gubernatorial campaign. 
Now the boss says he will request Governor-élect 
Stark to reappoint Mr. O’Malley. It is a request that, 
on its face, is loaded with political dynamite. If 
Maj. Stark grants it, he will by implication ratify the 
O'Malley policies. He will by implication sustain the 
Superintendent in his open war on fraternal insurance 
companies and in his hotly-criticised compromise of 
the insurance rate controversy, by which policyhold- 
érs are to receive only about 20 per cent of $11,000,000 
in impounded premiums while the insuratice compa- 
nies, their agents and lawyers are to get the re- 
mainder. This compromise defied popular expectation 
that, after the State of Missouri had defeated the in- 
surance companies in the courts, policyholders would 
get all their money back. — 

But the reappointment of Mr. O'Malley would cut 
even deeper. It would sustain the charge which Maj. 
Stark had to meet at every turn of the campaign, 
namely, that he was a boss-controlled candidate. The 
Major was at great pains to insist that he had made 


-| promises to no one and that he would be his own 


boss at Jefferson City if he were elected. If he swal- 
lows thé boss’ request and reappoints Mr. O'Malley, 
he will find it very difficult to live down the idea 
that the request is an order which he dared not fail 
to execute. 

In short, the Pendergast statement seemingly puts 
the Governor-elect on the hottest kind of spot. Why 
should the boss do this? Why did he not permit the 
first word about O'Malley to come from Maj. Stark? 
Why should he embarrass a successful candidate for 
whom the Pendergast organization strove mightily? 
Certainly, if the O’Malley reappointment is so ardent- 
ly desired by the boss, it could come from the tiew 
Governor more gracefully as an act of his own motion 
than as compliance with a “request” from Kansas 
City. 

The situation is more than a little mystifying. 

It is, of course, obvious that the stage is now set 
for a dramatic gesture from the new Governor. He 
can, by refusing to reappoint Mr. O'Malley, appear

Morgutes are crowded 
with bodies of air raid victims; hospitals with badly 
wounded survivors. Fires rage, beyond control, in 
many parts of the city.

The British are saying very little 
these days. They are letting oth- 
ers do the talking. But, in so far 
as they are mobilizing their mili- 
tary power, they do not need to do 
much talking.

As soon as it is certain that the 
British are really serious about their 
rearmament, the European situation 
will enter a wholly new phase.

“ek ae power is reconstituted, the prospects 
of peace will be greatly improved. 

A great, rich but defenseless em- 
pire is a menace to itself and to all 
mankind. A year ago it was the 
impotence of Britain, not the 
strength of Italy, which brought 
Europe to the brink of war. For 
the weakness of Britain is the an- 
archy of Europe; the weakness of 
‘Britain is the greatest possible invi- 
tation to adventure and aggression. 

Britain’s strength is the indispen- 
sable element in a pacific Europe. 
This is most particularly true in an 
armed world like ours, where some 
nations proclaim their belief in 
militarism as the ideal way of life. 
While that belief persists, the only 
hope of peace lies in the superior 
military power of the peaceable na- 
tions. And we need have no doubts 
that Europe will he remade by force 
if Britain is not strong enough to 
overawe the disturbers of the peace.

Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt Jr., ora 
two-week lecture tour, was in St. 
Louis yesterday to tell members of 
the St. Louis Woman’s Club of her 
impressions of Asia, gatheréd in 
1933 ona trip with her husband, 
son of the late President and former 
Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines. | 
Shortly before she began her 
ored slides from photographs taken 
on the trip, she told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that she was making the 
series of lectures, under auspices of 
a booking agent, simply to add to 
the family income. 

“T'll tell you frankly,” Mrs. Roose- 
velt said, “neither Col. Roosevelt 
nor I have ever inherited any 
money. . He has served the country 
in one capacity or another since 
1917, and on his income in public 
life, raising a large family, it has 
been very difficult to put by any- 
thing.” 

Lectured Last Year. 

She made several appearances as 
a professional lecturer last year, 
but this is her first extended tour. 
It has taken her to Fort Worth, 
Dallas, Frederick, Ok. and  ‘t. 
Louis, and she hastened away from 
the club auditorium, 4600 Lindell 
boulevard, immediately after her 
speech, to catch an afternoon train 
to fulfill engagements at Chicago 
and Milwaukee. 

Col. Roosevelt is an officer of 
Doubleday, Doran & Co., New York 
book publishers. He served as an 
officer overseas during the World 
War, later as Governor of Puerto 
Rico and as Governor-General of 
the Philippines. They have three 
sons and a daughter, the latter 
married to one of the men whose 
acquaintance was made on Col. and 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s Asiatic expedition. 

Her Talk on Asia, 

An audience of 350 were fasci- 
nated by Mrs. Roosevelt’s narrative 
of her experiences, and her person- 
al reactions to Asiatic customs, 
foods and scenes, ‘She told of Af- 
ghan natives who declined tips aft- 
er helping fix a disabled car; of a 
Persian Princess, indulging in new 
freedom after discarding the cus- 
tom of generations which kept her 
from the eyes of men, who wanted 
to play poker; of a cremation at 
Bali, where the body of a son may 
be kept for months until his father 
dies, as it would be disrespectful to 
dispose of the son before his elder 
received a proper funeral; of Java, 
where a dcignitary wore the least 
coyeted of his 65 medals on his 
back; of the heat of the Persian 
and Indian deserts; of the disap- 
pointment of Bagdad and the filth 
of the Tigris. 

No mention of politics was made 
by Mrs. Roosevelt, either in her 
prepared address or in her inter- 
view. She did some campaigning 
at election times, she said, but 
made it a practice not to comment 
on the results. She recalled, how- 
ever, the words of her husband, 
who in a September speech told 
young Republicans at Portsmouth, 
N. H., that “Franklin D. Roosevelt 
is my fifth cousin, about to be re- 
moved.”

The furniture is on view in the 
lower floor of the museum adjacent 
to the American period rooms. The 
portrait is undergoing restoration 
preparatory to hanging. 

Poignand, who was the _ great- 
grandfather of Mrs. Plant’s late 
husband; Frederick S. Plant, seed 
dealer, emigrated to this country 
with his wife from the Isle of Jer- 
sey in 1787 and settled in Roxbury, 
Mass. He followed the craft of 
cabinet making merely as a hobby 
while he prospered as a merchant, 
The pieces he made for his home 
were handed down as heirlooms. 

The furniture exhibits dominate- 
ly English characteristics of design, 
although much of the construction 
is American in method. An elab- 
orately designed cabinet-top secre- 
tary made in 1788 displays a hold- 
over of Chippendale influences, evi- 
‘dent in the ogee bracket feet and 
generous use of Chippendale fret. 
It is in good condition, even to the 
original hradware, but another piece 
a small mahogany chest of of draw- 
ers, had been exposed to weather 
which destroyed the finish and 
severely damaged the simple inlay 
on the top. Careful repair, how- 
ever, has put it back in its original 
state, as has similar work on a 
small candle stand, the oval top of 
which had been warped. 

A finely designed folding table 
has inlaid bands and paterae of a 
later style decorating an otherwise 
pure Chippendale type. The other 
pieces are a scroll silhouette mir 
ror, showing continental influence, 
and a clock case with bracket de- 
signed holding a_ silver pocket 
watch.

Letters written by Meriwether 
Lewis and the diary he kept with 
Capt. William Clark during their 
historic overland trip to the Pa- 
cifie give no indication of motives, 
which might have prompted Lewis 
to end his life at 35. At the height 
of his fame he was found shot to 
death in a Tennessee cabin under 
circumstancé&’ which never clearly 
indicated either murder or suicide, 

A rare collection of Lewis’ letters 
and personal belongings as well 
as a copy of the first edition of the 
history of the Lewis and Clark ex- 
pedition have been bequeathed to 
the Missouri Historical Society by 
a great-grandnephew of the explor- 
er, Dr. Meriwether Lewis Ander- 
son, Richmond (Va.) physician, 
who died Aug. 4. — 

Thomas Jefferson, in writing a 
brief biography of Lewis for the 
history of the expedition, appar- 
ently was convinced Lewis had 
ended his life. He wrote: “Gov. 
Lewis had, from early life, been 
subject to hypochondriac affec- 
tions. While he lived with me in 
Washington (as personal secretary) 
I observed at times ‘sensible de- 
pressions of mind. 

Symptoms Return. 

“During his western expedition, 
the constant exertion which that 
required of all'\the faculties of body 
and mind, suspended these distress- 
ing affections. But after his es- 
tablishment at St, Louis in seden- 
tary occupations, they returned 
upon. him with redoubled. vigor, 
and began sersously to alarm his 
friends.” 

But Lewis’ letters, usually to his 
mother, were always cheerful, al- 
ways affectionate. He frequently 
closed a letter thus: “Remember 
me to all the girls of the neighbor- 
hood as well as all my relatives and 
acquaintances. Your most affec- 
tionate son, Meriwether Lewis.” 

During the “Whisky Rebellion” 
he served in the militia, writing to 
his mother on one occasion: “We 
have mountains of beef and oceans 
of whisky and I feel myself able to 
share it with the heartiest fel- 
low in camp.” On another voc- 
casion he wrote: “I am. still 
blessed with a sufficiency of bodily 
strength and activity to support the 
giorious cause of liberty and my 
country.” 

The day before leaving with Clark 
on the epochal overland journey he 
wrote: “The nature of this expedi- 
tion is by no means dangerous. My 
route will be altogether through 
tribes of Indians who are perfectly 
friendly to the United States, there- 
fore I consider the chances of life 
just as much in my favor on this 
trip as.I should conceive them to 
be were I to remain at home. ‘The 
charge of this expedition is honor- 
able to myself as it is important to 
my country.” 

Trip Began Near St. Louis. 

While on the long trip which be- 
gan May 14, 1804, near St. Louis, he 
wrote that navigating on the Mis- 
souri River was more dangerous 
than dealing with Indians. He and 
his men went up the river to its 
sources, crossed to the Rocky 
Mountains and proceeded down the 
Columbia River to the Pacific. The

A greater demand for coke and a 


Shortage in the supply has in- 
creased the retail price 45 cents a 
ton more than at this time last 
year. 

E. J. Wallace, president of the 
E. J. Wallace Coal Co., said that 
the cold weather last winter wiped 
out the surplus supply, which con- 


dition was followed by increased 
buying during the summer. An- 
other factor in the advanced price 
is the large amount of coke again 
being used by the iron and steel 
industry. Wallace said he believed 
the shortage was greater than since 
1922. Coke is a by-product of the 
gas industry.

He said the -eoples of America 
and of the whole world soon would 
insist on peace. 

“If we American republics show 
a willingness to ratify the pledges 
of peacs among us,” Hull . said, 
“The people outside this hemi- 
st 1ere will not be heedless of our 
example.” 

“Carrying Forward Ideals.” 

“It is no ordinary occasion that 
draws together the representatives 
of the 21 American republics at 
Buenos Aires. We are followed by 
high hopes of all the peoples of a 
great continent. ... We are im- 
pelled by the wish to make known 
and effective the beliefs and desires 
which we have in common. We are 
responding to our need of declar- 
ing and carrying forward in unison 
our common ideals. We meet to 
affirm our trust and friendship, to 
combine our faith, to make sure 
that peace shall prevail among us, 
and to repudiate with our whole 
mind and spirit those aims and 
philosophies that bring nations into 
conflict and send weary men to 
march over gas-poisoned battle- 
fields.

Cupola a Menace.

The roof of the orig- 
inal unit offered poor protection 
against weather and was beyond re- 
pair, while the cupola was a “men- 
ace,” impossible to repair and liable 
to collapse. The staircase in the 
original section was found worn 
to a dangerous degree. 

Makeshift mezzanines in various 
second-floor offices were put up, 
the architect related, without re- 
gard to structural conditions. He 
noted a “complete lack” of storage 
space, and a general lack of work- 
ing space, ranging from 10 per cent 
to 150 per cent inadequate.

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BRAIN SURGERY BEING TRIED 
TO STOP ABNORMAL WORRY 


Immediate Results Good in Six 
Cases, Doctors Report; Perma- 
nent Effects Not Determined. 

By the Assoviated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 20.—A new 
form of brain surgery, which in a 
few cases has given relief to per- 
sons suffering from abnormal wor- 
ry, apprehension, anxiety, sleepless- 


ness and nervous tension was an- 
nounced today before the closing 
session of the Southern Medical As- 
sociation. 

Dr, Walter Freeman and Dr. 
James W. Watts of the George 
Washington University Medical 
School, Washington, described the 
operation, which to date has been 
performed on six patients, all of 
whom have been materially im- 
proved, they said. The first op- 
eration was performed two months 
ago and they have no data yet on 
the permanent effects of the op- 
eration or the ability of the pa- 


‘tients to return to work. 


The operation was first per- 
formed in Portugal about a year 
ago, they said, and attracted little 
attention. It involves blocking off 
a portion of the impulses running 
to and from the perfrontal lobes 
of the brain, which lie just behind 
the forehead. It is relatively safe 
and the results are practically im- 
mediate, they reported. 

The operation consists of boring 
two holes with a surgical augur 
through the skull at points three 
centimeters to the right and left 
of the midline of the skull and 
about three centimeters in front of 
a line extending across the top of 
the head between the fronts of the 
ears. Through these holes a hol- 
low needle is inserted into the brain 
end through the needle, by means 
of an attached wire loop, six cores 
of white brain tissue about the size 
of a marble are removed.

ably it ds largely a local condition. 
Only a few miles away hunters 
were out all day without getting 
anything like the limit. 


The Dim Trail Country . 


Suffice to say that it was down 
in the Ozark country, where you 
have to leave the concrete slabs 
and Make your way over bumpy 
roads. The host knew everybody 
in the county and all neighboring 
counties. He didn’t have to ask 
for permission to hunt. He had 
it. A farmer appeared a few 
minutes after we “sided” the car, 
and our host, the Colonel, hailed 
him. 

“We're going to shoot a few of 
your cows and horses, and maybe 
now and then some quail birds,” 
the Colonel explained: 

“If it’s quail you're after, get 
your gun ready,” the farmer re- 
plied.

They had two 
and three hatchings down this 
way. There wasn’t nothin’ in the 
fields to mow, anyway, so their 
nests werén’t disturbed.”

In a stretch of 
about 40 acres, despite the diffi- 
culties of hunting with a dog that 
had lost its nose, we had all the 
shooting anybody could want. 
We wandered away and kicked 
up a few among the scrub oaks, 
but it was a rocking chair hunt 
and we continually edged back 
toward the 40 acres. 

With a good bird dog, or even 
a good retriever, we would have 
bagged the limit long before 
hoon. Much of our time was 
spent finding the game after we 
downed it, as we were determined 
not to waste any. 

By mid-afternoon we had our 
quota and we sat down near a 
dim-trail road, to await the re- 
turn of the Colone] and his part- 
ner.

Ernestine Schumann-Heink’s life 


was more fantastic than the inven- 
tion of any writer of fiction. 
was the rags-to-riches story, with 
hard-work-always-pays 
ments. It was the story of an ugly 
duckling born in Lieben, Prague, 
who, through some strange combi- 
nation of characteristics, made her-

embellish- 


self as famous as a mother as she 
was celebrated as one of the great- 
est voices opera has ever known. 
One of the famous diva’s earliest 
recollections was of the time she 
played nursemaid to a cage of mon- 
keys at a circus in exchange for a 
Square meal. She was always hun- 
gry in those days because there was 
never enough black bread and cof- 
fee to fill the stomachs of the fam- 
ily of Hans Roessler. In later years 
Ernestine Roessler came to be 
worth more than a million dollars, 
but the memory of that circus 
meal, well flavored with garlic, was 


never forgotten. 

Recalling the incident in her 
memoirs a few years ago, she 
wrote: 

“One fine day I wandered into 
the market place, and there I found 
a wonderful circus. They were just 
having a midday meal when I came 
along. . 

“‘Ach,’ I thought to myself, ‘what 
must I do? What must I do to 
get some of that good food?’ 

“I thought if I could only have 
something to eat, why, I would do 
anything for it. So I asked them, 
please, please, could they give me 
something to eat — and I would 
sig for it—I’d do anything to get 
it. 

“Of course, they were astonished, 
mo roared at me with laughter and 
said: , 

“Si, si. If you want t® work, 
little one, clean the monkey cages 
first, then you can eat.’ 

“I suppose they didn’t think I’d 
really do it—they were just joking 
—but I did it, I tell you, as quick 
as a wink. And what a meal they 
gave me. I was stuffed like a 
Strassbourg goose. And they be- 
gan right away to like me.”

RNESTINE ROESSLER went 
hungry many times after that— 
even when fame began to come 
And hunger 
was not her only trial in those 
early days. Her father—a perfect 
gentleman, but a rough-neck, as 
she always described him—was un- 
sympathetic with her desire for a 
career and young Ernestine had to 
get her singing and piano lessons 
as best she could, and sandwich 
them in between her school work 
and taking care of the younger 
members of the family. 

After Ernestine had taken sing- 
ing lessons for three years, her 
teacher,arranged to have her sing 
with Marie Wilt, the famous so- 
prano who had come to Graz, 
where the Roessler family had then 
moved. Ernestine sang the alto 
part in the Ninth Symphony of 
Beethoven and recelved six dollars 
for her evening’s efforts. Of the 
six dollars, she gave two to her 
mother and used the rest to buy a 
new cage for her canary bird and 
for some second-hand white cur- 
tains with which to surprise her 
family. 

Through friends, who arranged 
and financed the trip, Ernestine 
was sent to Vienna to sing before 
the Director of the Imperial Opera 
there when she was 15. The out- 
come of that trip was a story she 
told many times: 

“The director listened to me pa- 
tiently, and then turned to LeBatt, 
the tenor, and said, shrugging his 
shoulders, ‘Well, what you want? 
What’s all the fuss? Look at her! 
Mein Gott! With such a face—and 
such poverty—nothing? What do 
you want? What do you expect? 
Gott in Himmel!’ 

“And then to me: ‘No, no, my 
dear child,’ waving his hands. ‘Go 
home, quick, agd ask your kind 
friends who helped you to come to 
Vienna to buy you instead a sew-

ing machine, and learn to be a 
good dressmaker maybe, or some- 
thing like that—but a singer—and 
opera singer. Ach, no. Never— 
never—in this world!’” 

And Ernestine Roessler did g0 
home—but she did not follow the 
director’s advice about becoming a 
dressmaker. She went on with her 
singing lessons from Marietta von 
Leclair who had such faith-in her 
pupil’s voice that she asked or ex- 
pected no pay. And before long 
the teacher’s faith was justified. 
Word got around Vienna tHat a 
new singer with a wonderful con- 
tralto voice had tried out at the 
Opera and a representative of the 
Dresden Royal Opera came to Graz 
to find the young lady. The result 
was a three-year contract for “Tini” 


Roessler. 


For three seasons “Tini” Roess- .. 


ler worked and studied hard at 
the Dresden Royal Opera and life 
for her moved along smoothly. Then 
at 18 she met and married Ernest 
Heink and was discharged from 
the Opera for marrying without the 
permission of the director. Too late 
she discovered that her career 
meant more to her than the man 
she married. After the discharge 
from the Dresden Opera, there were 
only smal] engagements and final- 
ly, before her fourth child was born, 
she was deserted by her husband. 
He left debts, which, under Ger- 
man law, she was required to pay, 
and under the burden of support- 
ing four children and discharging 
the debts of her husband, she con- 
sidered killing herself and the chil- 
dren, rather than sce her brood 
starve before her eyes.

INALLY things took a turn for 
F tne better. Ernestine Heink 


signed her first contract with the 
Hamburg Opera Company and be- 
gan again on a career that is now 
history. After 20 years of success 
in Europe, she reached still greater 
heights in the United States and 
came to be recognized as the first 
contralto of the operatic world.

She often recalled the fear with 
which she embarked on her first 
trip to America in 1898. By that 
time she had remarried and was 
the mother of seven children, with 
another on the way. 

"Tt is a funny thing now when I 
think how stupid I was,” she remi- 
nisced only a few years ago. “I be- 
lieved that I should see Indians and 
elephants and God knows what in 
your great country. Everybody had 
a different story to tell me and, 
of course, nobody knew anything. 
They told me about the doctors— 
that they were so bad, only a few, 
and that there were no midwives or 


anything there. And poor Schu- 
mann kept saying, ‘What will we 
do? What will we do, Tini?’” 

But the great contralto found 
America much different than she 
had expected and came to love and 
be loved by the American people. 
A‘compliment given her by a to- 
bacco-chewing Westerner in 1927 
Was among her fondest remem- 
brances and she treasuréd it more 
than anything ever said to her by 
any of the crowned heads of Eu- 
rope. 

“Say, ma’am,” the Westerner ac- 
costed her, “Ain’t you that big, fat, 
famous female singer whose face

With a sense of humor that never 
failed her, even in the early days of 
her struggles, Schumann-Heink 
liked nothing better than to tell 
stories on herself. One of her fa- 
vorites concerned the time during 
the war when she was singing on 
the parade grounds at San Fran- 
cisco.

us in what language she sings It.’ 
Then I saw it was high time for 
me to learn the words—and I did, 
and sang it everywhere.” 

Although the United States was 
the land of her choice, Schu- 
mann-Heink never quite accept- 
ed many things that she found hers. 
She disapproved of cigarette smok- 
ing for women and believed that 
women had no place in politics. 
Often after’h concert where the au- 
dience was predominantly of the 
fair sex, she would give a curtain 
lecture about home life. She never 
apologized for her “old-fasttioned” 
ideas. 

“Every man wants and expects a 
home when he marries,” she often 
said. “And cooking is one of the 
main contributions to a happy 
home. You may call me old-fash- 
ioned; well, if that is old-fashioned, 
then, thank God, Iam!” 

Unlike many famous women, 
Schumann-Heink paid little atten- 
tion to appearance. “I knew from 
the beginning how homely I was,” 
she once said, “and being homely 
was a great protection in my early 
years. And dress was never one of 
my strong points.”

Schumann-Heink still had diffi- 
culty in selecting correct attire for 
various occasions, and then when 
she came to the United States she 
determined to seek advice before 
she appeared at a certain Monday 
morning musicale at the Wal- 
dorf, She consulted the well- 
known musician, Albert Morris 
Bagby, as to whether or not she 
should wear a hat, and he informed 
her that it was purely optional and 
that certain singers preferred hats 
while others § appeared hatless. 
While he was naming those who 
wore hats and those who didn’t, 
Madame Schumann-Heink held up 
her hand, 


“Hold on. That’s enough,” she 
laughed. “It seems that only the 
German singers sing without hats, 
and they say German women don’t 
know how to dress. That settles it. 
I'll wear a hat.” 


And she did wear a hat—one with 
a long plume that got in her mouth. 
But she later said that since that 
day she always hated hats. 

Of her singing for the soldiers 
during the war, Schumann-Heink 
always said that her pleasures dur- 
ing her greatest opera days could 
not compare to the satisfaction she 
found in singing for disabled vet- 
erans. And of her many stories of 
her “boys,” as she called every sol- 
dier in the war, the most touching 
is the one, she often told, of sing- 
ing “Taps” at the funeral of a vet- 
eran in Kansas City. 


“I found the place packed,” she 
recalled, “and all the men in uni- 
form. In front of the altar was 
the coffin, and I stooped down and 
looked at the dead boy. You could 
see all the terrible pain still on his 
poor face. The chaplain spoke beau- 
tifully, and then it came my time 
to sing. Then we passed by the 
coffin on the way out. I was 
breathless, for it had all touched 
me so deeply, and—will you believe 
me?— when I stopped and looked 
at him for the last time, there was 
a smile on his dead face! You can 
think this imagination—hysterics— 
what you like. I don’t care; I be- 
Sieve what I tell you.” 


Schumann-Heink’s great wish 
was, as she expressed it, “to die in 
the harness.” That her failing 
health prevented her from appear- 
ing in the motion picture for which 
she was under contract was her 
only disappointment, and before her 
death she cheerfully annotinced 
that life was ending for her “with- 
out regret.”

To his 
Self he confides his fears and that 
Self buries them in its silence. To 
his Self he tells his honest opinions 
and his Self accepts them as they 
are given and holds them in sacred 
trust. The child knows the safety 
of the silence of his Self and trusts

their best the child is in charge. 
We can direct, we can push and 
demand and inspire, but the child 
alone can act to help himself. The 
hardest part of the whole difficult 
process is getting the child to will 
to act upon his self. The problem 
is, not what we can do to him or 
for him, but what we can get him 
to do for himself.

T is apparently an ineradicable 
corollary of the human mind that 
strength and health must neces- 
sarily go together, just like bread 
and butter, V and 
8, guy and. doll, 
touch and go, and. 
hit and run, The 
idea is by no 
means necessarily 
tue. 
I once irritated 
a friend of mine 
very strongly 
when he asked me 
whether sleeping 
on a_ sleeping 
porch was health- 
ful, by counter- 
ing with another 
question, “What 
do you mean by 
healthful?” He 
said everybody knew what you 
meant by healthful. But, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it has severa] meanings. 

Does it mean that it will make 
you live longer? Will it keep you 
from catching cold or other infec- 
tious diseases? Will it prevent you 
from getting blood poisoning if 
your finger is infected? Will it 
prevent you from getting pneu- 
monia if you are chilled? Will it 
ward off chronic diseases? 

So far as big muscles are con- 
cerned, the acquisition of them will 
do none of these things. Exercise 
make you feel better. It elim- 
inates certain toxines in the body 
more rapidly than under sedentary 
circumstances, and it allows you 
to do the same exercise the next 
day and the day after with a little 
more ease and precision. But that 
is about all.

Anis. so we are told in S. Arthur 

Devan’s little book, “Exercise 
Without Exercises,” was for many 
years a trainer of strong men. He 
personally laid out at least 40,000 
courses in heavyweight exercises, 
but some years ago he came to the 
conclusion that the whole business 
of training for strength through 
the use of apparatus and special 
exercises was all wrong. He con- 
cluded that the development of 
muscles by these methods, al- 
though frequently successful, did 
not build up a corresponding. phy- 
gical vitality. Too many of the 
big-muscle boys of his experience 
dropped off suddenly into the Great 
Beyond from heart failure and 
other things. Certainly everybody 
will agree with him that the mus- 
cular strength acquired in this way 
depended almost entirely on keep- 
ing up the exercising. 

Another experience of his, which 
I think we can all confirm, is the 
phenomenon of the “natural strong 
man.” Hyery ‘once in a while he 
came across someone who was pro- 
digiously strong in spite of never 
having taken any voluntary exer- 
cise in his life. When the natural 
strong man is dragged into a gym- 
nasium he can outdo in sheer phy- 
sical strength all the prodigies of 
the chest-weights and the barbell.

OOD READER, are you a neu- 

rotic? Honest, now—there is no 

reason to dodge the question. 
If so, how neurotic are you any- 
way? Have you ever put yourself 
to any kind of test? 

a Louis Bisch, a great psychiat- 
rist, has written a book telling you 
to “Be Glad You’re Neurotic,” It 
is a sure sign that you are alive, 
and may do something worth-while 
in the world. 


The geniuses of the world—almost 
without exception—its leaders in 
every field, poets, thinkers, artists, 
musicians, statesmen, have been 
neurotics, in one degree or another. 


Such a mental make-up made 
them interesting; it lifted them out 
of the ordinary. A neurotic is a 
vivid, sensitive person-—he lives 
more, feels more, in a day than 
others do in a month, 


So cheer up, good reader, if you 
are high-strung and strung-up half 
the time. To be “normal” is nothing 
to brag about--it may only mean 
that you are dumb as an oyster and 
dull as ditch water. 


To be sure, if you are a neurotic, 
you will be tired much of the time, 
and full of aches and pains and 
all sorts of urges the rest of the 
day. You will hate yourself, and 
wonder if you are sane, 


Of course, you will feel inferior 
and guilty; sleep will be hard to 
woo; and you will have a full set 
of phobias.
